hear Sam 
Carter, 
cashier 
of 
the 
Southeast Missouri Trust Co., of Cape 
Girardeau, tell of his visit to the dairy 
sections of Wisconsin and the estab­ 
lishment of a dairy herd in Cape Gir­ 
ardeau County. 
In the beginning Mr. Carter state- 
ed that it was through reading in a 
dairy journal of the wonderful money 
making dairies throughout the lower 
half of the State of Wisconsin, that 
had put that 
State 
to the 
fore in 
wealth, that pu him to wondering if 
all he read on the subject could be 
true. The more he pondered over the 
subject, the more determined he be­ 
came to make a personal investiga­ 
tion. With this end in view he went to 
Wisconsin, talked with bankers, dairy­ 
men and others, and found the stories 
printed were true. One banker told 
him that depositors in the bank had 
from $15,000 to $50,000 on deposit or 
loaned out that had been made from 
dairy products. Not only did Mr. Car­ 
ter make the one visit of investigation 
but made five trips to different sec- 
ions. At last he told the farmers of 
the vicinity of Egypt Mills, in Cape 
County, of the possibilities of dairy­ 
ing in Cape County and finally 
got 
them interested to such an extent that 
a company was organised with a cap- 
itol stock of $20,000 which was*sub­ 
scribed to by citisens of Cape Girar­ 
deau as well as by the farmers of the 
Egypt 
Mills 
neighborhood. 
It was 
then decided to pay the acutal rail­ 
road fare of every member to and 
from Wisconsin if they would make 
the trip to see just what was neces­ 
sary to be successful and to look at 
the dairy stock. 
Out of the member­ 
ship, two-thirde of them made the trip 
and the consequence was that a dairy 
herd was purchased and is now es­ 
tablished that is bringing 
into that 
one neighborhood $1200 in cash each 
month when in 
former 
years 
that 
much cash was not in the community 
in one year. 
On one of the trips to 
Wisconsin, was Father 
Moenig and 
several of his parishioners and they 
were so well pleased that a splendid 
dairy herd is now established in 
the 
New Hamburg parish in Scott Coun­ 
ty. 
It is a hard matter for an inexperi­ 
enced reporter to Write the story just 
as Mr. Carter told it, but the editor 
will say hat some of the main points 
put in paragraphs, were as follows:

Mills Dairy Co., and the balance of 
cream was purchased elsewhere. 
in one section of Wisconsin he vis­ 
ited, every farmer except two was a 
dairy farmer. 
Bankers told him that to his knowl­ 
edge, no dairy farmer had gone broke 
in 35- yeans. 
In Green County, Wisconsin, there 
were 178 co-operative cheese factor­ 
ies, besides 2 large 
factories 
that 
manufactured condensed milk. 
, 
The lower half of the State of Wis­ 
consin sold more dairy products 
in 
1920 than was the value of all 
the 
gold minded in 
the world 
for that 
period. 
In 30 years the Hoard 
Creamery 
paid out to farmers for their cream 
and milk, $15,000,000 and Hoard drew 
2 per cent for his share, are $300,- 
000. 
The men were the dairymen as it 
was no job for a woman, the work be­ 
ing too hard. 
When the hour arriv 
cd to milk the cowa, nothing would 
take them away as absolute attention 
and regular hours made the cow val­ 
uable as a milker. 
An 80-acre farm will be sufficient 
for 25 cows and will furnish enough 
manure to top dress the tillable fields 
twice each year. 
The big dairy barns of Wisconsin 
have for years been fitted with the 
King Ventilating System, 
while the 
schools of Southeast Missouri were 
just now beginning to install them.

cows were selected

pay in cash $100 for each cow that he 
milked.

The giving of false information
